Tt was obſerved ſeveral times, that if ſhe did but bite her 
Under lipin time of Examination the perſons afflicted were bitten 
on their armes and wrilts and produced the Marks before the Magi- 
zeftrates, Miniſters and others. And being watched for that, if ſhe 
did but Pinch her Fingers, or Graſpe one Hand, hard in another, they 
were 'Pinched and produced the Marks: before the Magiltrates, 
and Spe&ators. After thar, it was obſerved, that if ſhe did but Tean 
her Breaſt, againſt the Seat, in the Meeting Houle, ( being tne 
Barr at which ſhe ſtood, ) they wcre afflicted. Particularly Mrs. 
Pope complained of grievous tormenr in her Bowels as if they were 
torn out, She vehemently accuſed ſaid C. as the inſtrument, and 
firſt threw her Muff at her ; but that flying not home, ſhe got off 
her Shoe, and hic Goodwite C..on the head with it. Afﬀeer theſe 
poſtures were watched, if faid' C. did bur ſtir her feet, they were at- 
tlicted in their Feet, and ftamped ijearfully. The aftiited perſons 
asked her why the did not go to to the company of Wirches which 
were before the Meeting houſe muſtering ? Lid ſhe not hear the 
Drum beat. "They aceuſed her of having Familiarity with the Dev?!, in the 
time of Examination, in the ſhape of a Black man whiſpering in her ear ; 
_ they athrmed, that her THow-Bird, ſacked berwixt her Fingers in the Aſlem- 
bly ; and order being given to ſee if there were afy ſign, the Girl that ſaw 
It, ſaid, it was too late now ; ſhe had removed a .Pir, and put it on her 
head; which was found' chere ſticking upright. 

"They told-her, ſhe had Covenanted with the Devzl for ten years, ſix of 
them were gone, and four more ro come. She was required by the Ma- 
gi[tratcs to- anſwer that Queſtion in' the Catechiſm, How many pH be there 
in the God-Head ? ſhe anfwercd it but oddly, yet was there no great thing 
to be gathered from it ; the denied all rhat was charged upon her, and faid, 
They could not prope a Witch ; the was that Afternoon Committed to Salem-

On 'I hur{day the Twenty fourth. of march, (being in courſe the 
Lecture Day, at the Village, ) Goodwife N. was ena before 
the Magiſtrates Mr Hathorne and Mr Corwin, about Ten of Clock, 
inthe Fore Non, to be Examined inthe Meeting Houlſe,the Reve- 
rend Mr. Hale, begun with Prayer, and the Warrant being read, 
ſhe was required to give anſwer, Why ſhe aflifted' thoſe perſons ? ihe 
pleaded her owne tnnocency with earneſtneſs.. Thomas Put man's 
' Wife, Abig ail Williams andThomas Putmans daughter accuſcd her that 
ſi e appear:d rot1em, and afflicted them in their fitts: but ſome of 
the other faid,that they had ſeen her, but knew not that ever ſhe had 
ty them; amongſt which was Mary Walcut, who was preſently 
afcer ſhe had 10 dzclared bitren, and cryed out of her in the meet- 
ing-houſe ; producing the Mark of reeth on her wrilt. It was ſo 7 
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poſed, that. I had not leiſure to attend the whole time of Examinas 
tion but both Magiſtrates, and Miniſters, told me, that the tizings 
alledged, by the afflicted, and defences. made-by her, were much after the 
fame manner, as the former was. And her motions, did produce like effects. 
as to, Bircing,, Pinching, Bruiſing Torment ing, at their Breafts, by her Leaning, 
and when, bended: Back, were as if their Backs was broken. e afflicted 
| wha faid, the. Black Man, whiſpered to her'in the Aflembly, and: therefore 

e could not hear what the Magittrates ſaid unto her. "Fhey laid alſo rhat 
ſhe did then, ride by the Meeting-honle, behind the Black Man.” Thomas Put- 
man's wite, had a grievous Fit,.un the tune of Examination, to the very (great 
Impairiag of hcr ſtrength, and waſting of her ſpirits, infomuch as ſhe could 
tirdly, move hand, or foot, when ſhe was carryed out. Others alio' were 
there gricvoully afHicted,.ſo that there was once ſuch an hideous {crietch and 
note, ( which I heard as [ walked, at a linle diltance from the Meeting 
houſe, ) as did amaze me, and ſome that were within, told me the whole 
allembly was ſtruck with conſternation, and they were afraid, that thoſe that 
late next to them, were under the influence of Witckerafe. This woman alſo. 
was that day communted to S4/cm Prijon. "Ihe Magutrat:'s and Miniſters 
alſo did forme me, that they apprehended a child of $4.1.
